Wasaixetox, March 1.-—-[Special.]|—Some 
representatives voted against the additional 
loan of $300,000 to the New Orleans exposition 
ov the gfound that it would be a bad precedet. 
The eflect of this appropriation has really been 
damaging to any future efforts for government 
nid of this kind. When the million was voted 
congress thought it hadset the exposition 
wpon a rock foundation. The request and the 
unquestioned necessity for $300,000 more 
has brought the theory of government aid 
fo enterprises of this character into 
disrepute. The next time a petition comes to 
congress to assist any industrial or other sort 
ofenterprise the ghostof the New Orleans 
pubsidy will rise and ruin its prospects. The 
har’est work imaginaole was required to pul! 
this appropriation through. The argument 
that eaved it from the unanswerable attacks 
of those who looked at its legal aspects simply 
was directed to the sense of national pride. It 
was the invitation extended by our govern- 
ment to other nations to take part in this great 
world’s fair that saved it in the hour 
of its dire extremety. It would look like play- 
ing the “Bill Jones,” with Mexico,for instance, 
to hail ber with an invitation to come up with 
a show of her best possessions and resources 
and after she had responed to our R. 8. V. P. 
in a balf million dollar outfit to have her hus- 
dled off the grounds and sent back home with 
sn apparent snub and a serious financial loss. 
The relation of the government to the exposi- 
tion did not, in law, bind it to see that it st. 
ceeded or kept open @ day, but it was a feeling 
that it would be treating our foreign 
guests sbabbily that prevailed over moral and 
legal scruples and captured the $300,000. 
Yiereafter there will be a hard road for any 
petition for government aid. There was a 
sense of relief when this last appaopriation 
went through and the end of such leNslation 
was believed to have been reached.

The two huddied to- 
gether in the senate with some sugges- 
tion of companionship and sympathy 
for several months after Riddle- 
berger entered that body. Now they are 
apart from each other, and from every 
other member ofthe senate.

Mahone 
thinks he made Governor Cameron and Rid- 
dleberger what they are, and he accuses both 
of ingratitude.

Both have disappointed 
him, not by rising above his level, but by dis- 
covering the popular belief that they were to 
be puppets and resolving to rescue themselves 
from that suspicion by assuming the low 
wirtue of stubborness. Cameron had 
2 fair field before him when he 
Was seduced into the Mahone party. He was 
a gentleman. He had brains and youth and 
many friends, He has been rewarded by a 
term as govorner which will soon expire. He 
has forfeited all his goodly prospects of a few 
years ago. His habits have become very con- 
viviel. His associations are with a class of 
ponsiciens without character and without fol- 

éwing, and there is nothing to be expected of 
him though he has hardly turned forty. 
Riddleberger never would have amounted to 

nything. It -has paid him wt joim 
ihe rabble. He and Mahone _ have 
found their opportunity in the demoralization 
of Virginia politics, but some better and brain- 
ier men have gone down beneath it into that 
feeming success which is the most miserable 
of all failure. 

Mahone has two years more to stay in the 
f(nate and Riddleberger has four. The legis- 
Inture to be chosen next fall will elect Ma- 
hone’s successor. Congressman John 8. Bar- 
bour, the practical politician, or Congressman- 
elect John W. Daniel, the brilliant orator, are 
the leading candidates. The odds are in favor 
of the practical politician. Daniel was 
kept cut of congress a long time by 
Rendolph Tucker, who was in the same <is- 
triet. Now they havea district apiece, and 
each enjoys an undisputed pre-eminence. To 
succeed Governor Cameron General Fitzhugh 
Lee has the start of all the aspirants. His 
se meg popularity is remarkable.

THE BAYARDS IN THE SENATE. 


Gen. Wilson Reads a Paper on the History 
of the Family. 

New York, March 1.—The New York gene- 
alogical soclety met at their sixteenth annual 
meeting lastnight. A paper was read by Gen- 
eral James Grant Wilson, the subject being 
Colonel John Bayard, who was born in 1788. 
The subject of the paper was the twin brother 
of Janies Ashton Bayard, who was the great- 

randfather of the present senator Thomas 

. Beyard. The fact was cited that 
four Beyards have occupied seats in the 
United States senate almost continuously dur- 
ing the present century, being the largest and 
longest representation of one family in that 
body. This family has been connected by 
marriege with the Washingtons, of Virginia; 


the Bassette, Carrolls, Howards and Wirts, of 


Maryland; the Knobles, Kirkpatricks, 
Stevenses and Stocktons, of New Jersey, and 
with the De Lanceys, Jays, Livingstons, 
Pintards, Schuylers, Stuyvesants and 
Van Renssaelacrs, of New York, and 
the Bowdoins and Winthrops, of Massachu- 
setts. A portrait of Colonel John 8. Bayard 
was displayed last night, copied frem an origi- 
nal by Charles Wilson Peale, and belonging 
to Mrs. Stevens, of Castle Point, N. J., she 
being a granddaughter of the subject. Colo- 
nel Bayard inherited property in Maryland 
from his father, there being no will, and he 
divided it with a brother whose children he 
afterwards bestowed it upon as upon his own. 
The wife of General Wilson is a granddaughter 
of Colonel Bayard.

Divine service was held at the exposition in 
the morning. Rev. A. D. Mayo, of Boston, 
epoke on the nationai significance of the ex- 
position. 

" The rainy weather did not prevent the giv- 
ing of the concert at the exposition—Professor 
Widdows, on the centennial chimes at noon; 
the Mexican band, containing over one hun- 
dred fine performers, at 2:30, and Professor 
Pitshler, on the great Music hall organ, at 
4:30.

THE DYING CONGRESS: 


THE PRESS OF BUSINESS YET ON 
HAND. 


The Appropriation Bills Monopolizivg the Entire 
Attention of the Houses—The Probable Fate 
of Several Importent Measures Indi- 
cated—Congressional Gossip, Etc. 


Wasnixctoy, March 1.—The important 
interests of the remainder of the session centre 
in the senate committee on appropriations 
and in the conference committees. The 
former has io-day finished the consideration 
of the sundry civil bill, and it will be reported 
to the senate at nine o’clock to-morrow morn- 
ing. The bill has been considerably changed 
as respects the amounts, but no conspicuous 
features have been added. The deficiency 
bill will be taken up by the sub-committee 
to-morrow morning, and it is expected that it 
will be reported tothe senate Tuesday. The 
fortification bill, which will then be the only 
remaining regular annual appropriation bill 


untouched by the senate, contains very few 
items, and will be quickly disposed of Tuesday 
night or Wednesday morning. 

THE BILLS IN CONFERENCE. 

The bills in conference are the pensions, the 
army, the postoflice, the Indian and legisla~ 
tive bills. Tho first two contain no conspicu- 
ous features of difference, and 
the conclusion respecting them will 
be easily reeched. The conferees upon the 
postofiice bill are holding their first meeting 
this evening, and expect to agree before ad- 
journment upon everything except the so- 
called subsidy clause, upon which*a second 
conference will doubtless be required. The 
legislative bill has been agreed to by the con- 
ferees, with the exception of the provision for 
clerks to senators, and it is expected that the 
houre will recede from its position in this re- 
gard, as it did last year. The Indian bill pre- 
sents some difficulties, the solution of which 
cannot at this time be foreseen, The amend- 
ments relating to {the amounts of 
the vsrious appropriations have all been 
agreed to, but the proposed new legislation 
incorporated in the measure by the house is 
still at issue, and neither party manifests as 
yet any disposition torecede. The house con- 
ferees urge the merits of the proposed legisla- 
tion, while the senate stands upon its rule, 
which forbids new legislation upon appropria- 
tion bills, and declares moreover that the 
house propositions involve a _ violation oi 
solemn treaties with the Indians, The naval 
billhas not yet gone to conference. The 
senate amendments were discussed by the 
house comimittee on appropriations to-day, 
and the latter, with two or three mino. 
exceptions, failed to concur with the senate. 
The differences wil] all be easily harmonized, 
except the provisions for the completion of the 
monitors, and that for the armameni of the 
new cruisers and gunboats. 

OTHER BUSINESS IN CONGRESS. 

Very little more business, except the con- 
sideration of the appropriation™®ills, is to be 
expected from the present congress, though 
the friends of several important measures in 
the house will endeavor to secure action, At 
this stage of the session, it practically requires 
ungnimous consent for the passage of any im- 
portant measure, since a very small minority 
may, by resorting to parliamentary methods 
of delay, exhaustthe remaining time. 

Among the measures which are likely to be 
pressed upon the attention of the house. sre 
the Grant retirement bill, the bankruptey 
bill, the educational bill, the Mexican pension 
, and the national library bill. The com- 
mittee on elections has signified its intention 
of pressing the election contest, but there is a 
determined opposition by the minority, and 
filibusteripg will be resorted to, if necessary, 
to defeat their consideration. 

In the senate, such time as is not dev 
the consideration of appropriation bills, will 
be taken up in disposing of house bills upon 
the calendar, the preference being given gen- 
erally to pension bills. The biil to forfeit 
certain lands granted to the state of lowa to 
aid in the construction of railroads has al- 
ready been under discussion, and will be 
urged to action if an opportunity occurs. The 
$5,000,000 substitute for the usual river and 
harbor bill is in the hands of the senate com- 
mittee on commerce, and its fate cannot be 
foretold. 
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THE SILVER QUESTION. 


The White Metal Men Reply to the Presi- 
dent Elect. 

WasHincton, March 1.—The friends ot sil- 
ver, in the house of representatives, while at 
first inclined to make a formal reply to the 
letter of president elect Cleveland, since it has 
been given to the public, decided at a confer- 
ence held this evening, to reply openly to parts 
of the leiter with which they do not agree, They 
say they did not invite the controversy, but 
contrary, were anxious toavoidit. They also 
say it was not until it become known that a 
determined effort was being made to induce 
the president-elect to commit himself and his 
administration in advance to the gold side of 
the currency question that they decided merely 
to ask him not to commit himself till his cabi- 
net was formed and both sides of the question 
could be considered. They proposed at 
first to send a delegation to present 
their views to him, but after 
communicating with him at 
his suggestion, they senta paper signed by 
nearly one hundred members of the present 
congress and members-eleet to the next con- 
gress. No reply was necessary, they assert, 
and none wasexpecied. They turther say 
that while regretting the step the  president- 
elect has taken, in advance of his inaugura- 
tion, and of the formation of his cabinet, they 
do not propose to have a controversy unless it 
is forced upon them. They believe, however, 
in the independence of the legislature of the 
government, and assert that they will at all 
times maintain it. They furnish the follow- 
ing os a statement of their views: 

In the letter nodistinction is made between silver 
coinage and silver bullion.

$1,800,000,000 of silver coins at .a ratio of 1544 tol 
are held in circulation in Europe, side by side 
with $2,600,000,000 of gold. Of paper and silver 
together, including si.ver certificates, we have 
lees than $750,000,000, which shows that 
in this country there is more 
gold than paper, and nearly three 
times as much goldas silver. With the propor- 
tion in our currency, and with goldand silver 
equally full tender for everything, 1t is difficult to 
understand why the secretary of the treasur 
might not, if he chose to dofr0, pay out more Sit 
ver and less gold. Of course, il, while receiving 
into the treasury United States notes, silver au 
silver certificates, a or gold certificates, he 
sys out only gold, his stock of gold would dimin- 
sh. Lf, on tne other hand, he should pay out 
more silver and paper and less gold, the character 
of reserve in the treasury would change. In other 
words, this is a matter entirely under the contro 
of the secretary of the treasury. There would be 
no need of a legal tender if the one who receives 
mouvey be permitted to choose what kind he will 
have. That silver and silver certificates displace 
gold is true, but only as treasury Or bank notes dis- 
place it. The withdrawal of a hundred million 
of bank notes or the issuance of a hundred mil- 
lions bas the same effect onggold as so much in 
silver or silver certificates. Why hasit never been

In January, 1878, con- 
g1¢ss adopted the following concurrent resolution, 
ofiered by Mr. Stanley Matthews, then senator, 
now on the supreme bench: “That all bonds 
of the United States issued or authorized to 
be issued under said acts of congress, hereinbefore 
recited, are payable, principal and interest, at the 
oar of the government of the United States, in 
2 ver dollars of the coinage of the United States 
containing 412% grains of standard silver: and 
that to restore to its coinage such silver coin as 
lega] tender, in payment of said bonds, princtpal 
and inter¢st, is not a violation of public faith. in 
derogation of the rights of public creditors, The 
opinions of the secretaries of the treasury from 
i878 down are referred to as authority. The opin- 
ag 4 of the secretaries are valuable when supported 

y fectsand sound reasons, but ought not to con» 
trol unless they are. It cannot be forgotten, how- 
ever, that these same secretaries have steadily pre- 
dicted what has not taken place. The friends of 
silver concur in the opinion that it is most desira- 
ble to (maintain and continue in use the mass of 
our a coin, as well as the mass of siiver 
already coincd, They agree, too, that it is 
of momentous importence to prevent 
ihecoinsofthe two metals from parting com- 
}any,but the metals have already parted company 
“ander the influence of silver demonetization in 
other countries, and the hostility of the treasury 
and banks to silverin this. But that the contin- 
ued coir age of silver at the rate $28,090,000 a year 
will drive gold out of circulatian in the near fu- 
ture, or force it toa premium, does not to them 
feem to be sustained by fac.s or sound reasoning. 
The total yolume ofcurrency in the United States, 
outside of gold, is less than $750,000,000. It is be- 
lieved to be a principleof economic science, per- 
fectly well settled, that if the volume of $750,009,- 
000 is not sufficient in itself to maintain prices in 
this country at the level of international prices, 
then gold will come here and stay here in suffi 
cient amount to make, with the volume already 
in circulation, what will constitute our distribu- 
tive share of the world’s money, as determined 
by our international trade. That $750,000,000 is 
hota suflicient volume to maintain prices at 
the world’s level of prices, is evidenced by the 
fact that 3600,000,000 gold, a considerable part of 
which, at least, isin circulation in the form of 
coil or certificates, now stays here, and it will go 
away only when prices become lower elsewhere 
than they are here. It is believed, therefore, that 
no such Crisis as has been forboded can overtake 
us. Under existing conditions, it is not believed 
to be in the power of all the banks in the country, 
even if they were disposed to take gold out of eir- 
cuietion and hold it for any length of time at a 
prcinjum. They must first lock up the world’s 
money and arrest the world’s commerce. Nor can 
paper, or silver, or silver certificates, now in cir- 
culation, side by side with gold, expel gold. Gold 
ean be expelled only by forcing into cireulation, 
im acdition to the $750,000,000, either silver or 
reper equal to the entire volume of gold now in 
circuiation. In that manner, under Gresham’s 
laws, gold might be expelled, and probably 
would be. It is doubtless trne, too, that if the 
population and wealth in this country were ata 
stand, the continued coinage®/ silver, in sufficient 
volume, would in time expel gold from circula- 
tion; but as long as population and wealth go on 
increasing, then the conditions of the problem are 
ehanged, In fact,in order to preserve a stable 
ratio between the money volume and population 
and wealth, an’ annual increase of not less than 
£40,000,000 of currency, of some kind, is now re- 
‘uired, In other words, the increase of population 
end Weelth calls for an addition to our circulation 
of at least $40,000,000 a year. If while these condi-

gold has incréased in the country steadily since 
ihe act of 1870 was passed, and why gold has in 
creased by nearly $14,000,000 dvring last year, and 
is now increasing at the rate of nearly $1,000,000 a 
month, notwithstanding the depression of busi- 
ness jn the country, and, as a matter of fact, there 
is to day more gold in the country than there ever 
was before in its whole history. 

Another fact is that §80.000,000 of gold in the 
treasury was put therein exchange for silver cer- 

ificates. The immediate effect of stopping the 
coivege of silver must necessarily be to lower tne 
price of silver bullionand gradually to appriciate 
the value of gold the world over. The diflicu'ties 
in the way oi establishing an international ratio, 
eo much desired,or of the readjustment of the rela- 
ative value of goli bere would thereby be in- 
creased. How it is possible for such things to take 
place asare predicted in the last paragraph of the 
letter it is difficult to see. Gold is to be withdrawn 
to iis hoarding places, followed by an unprece 
dented contractionin the actual volumeof ou 
currency. Such contraction, it has been shown, 
must be followed by a great fall of prices. 
W hat, thén, would not gold flow 
here as the tides flow? Surely 
it would come as fast a ship could bring it. 
What would those who have been hoarding golddo 
witb‘it ? Labor, the letters say,already greatly de- 
pressed, would suffer still further depression by 
the screwing down of the purchasing power of 
every so-called dollar paid into the hand of toil. 
Here, in one sentence, we have gold hoarded, un 
precented contraction, a fall of prices and a scal- 
ing down of the purchasing power o/ a dollar. 
That is, when these impending calamities come, 
pressure to fall, everything become clearer, and 
money become less valuable at the same time. 
That is, both sides balance, and go down together. 
{ sually oneside goes up as the other goes down. 
Usually, as commodities become cheaper money 
becomes relatively dearer and vice versa, 
Usually the contraction of the money volume 
results in the rise of money, and not ina fall. 
The contradictions involved in this paragraph oi 
ihe letter are hardly calculated to carry convic- 
tion to those who have ever studied the money 
question atall, orto awaken in them any senses 
of alarm of our approaching calamities from 
such cases. 

In one thing all will agree, and that is in the 
importance tothe whole country, and especially 
to the laboring classes now struggling with a want 
of revival of business, and a return of prosperity. 
One condition essential to this is to stop the con- 
traction of the currency. No country ever did 
thrive, and never can, whieits money is under- 
going contraction. Business cannot be secure 
when its foundation is constanlly giving way. 
Stability in the volume of money is the one essen- 
tial requisite to safe and prosperous business. 

What isthe monetary condition of the world 
to-day? Are we not brought face to face with the 
stertling fact that the gold production of the 
werld bas fallen below its consumption in the 
erts,and that thereis no probability ,of any new, 
gold for money supply for the centuries to come? 
With this condition of things as to gold, shut off 
silver as is now proposed, and where is the —s 
supply even for keeping up the stoc 
of coin now in the hands of _ the 
world to come from? As aggravating this 
state of affairs in this country, paper currency is 
undergoing contraction by the surrender of bank 
notes. If this state of things 1s to last, upon what 
is there to build a hope of returning prosperity? 
In the last three years, according to the London 
Feonomist, prices have fallen more than 20 per 
cent; that is, money has appreciated in that ratio. 
In the quarter of acentury following the gold dis- 
coveries of California and Australia the stock of 
precious metals in use as money was increased by 
nearly 40 per cent. The trade and commerce of 
Great Britain and the United States during the 
seme period increased more than four fold, and 
the wealth proportionally. Reverse these condi- 
ticns, shut off all the money supply, and what 
room for hope is there for mankind, except for 
those whose incomes are sure. With the appre- 
ciation of money all debts appreciate. When it is 
remembered that such debts run into tens of 
billions, more than the entire present wealt of 
the United States, the vast consequences of the 
appreciation of money are seen. The control 
of the feudal ords ‘of the earth 
in the middle ages was insignificant 
compared with the control of the modern credit- 
cr kings and lords who, through legislation, can 
secure an increase in the value of money. 

It can be shown that it will take more labor, or 
more of the produce of labor, to pay what remains 
of our own national debt now, than it would have 
taken to pay all at theclose of the wer. Eighteen 
million bales of cotton were equivalent in value 
to the entire interest bearing debt in gs64, but it 
will take thirty-five million bales at the price of 
cotton now to pay the remainder of the debt. 
Twenty-five million tons of bar iron would have 
paid the whole jdebt in 1565. It will take thirty-

payable to said court, and conditioned to clothe 
and feed, and provide said convict with medical 
attencance for and duringsaid time. Provided, 
thatthe defendent, may at any time before con- 
viction, be discharged -upon paying 
costs and giving bond and security 
jn asum not eaceeding two hundred dollars, pay- 
able to said court, and conditioned for the good 
behavior aud industry of the detendant for one 
year.”

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AMONG THE:INDIANS. 
Some Interesting Incidents of Life in the 
Creek Nation. 
Sev. Milton A. Clark if the Sandersville Herald, 

My first appointment in the Indian Terri- 
tory was preacher in charge of the Methodist 
church at Eufaula, and principal teacher in 
Asbury manual labor school. Enfaula is a 
small town on the Missouri, Kansas and Texas 
railroad about halt way between St. Louis, 
Mo., and Fort Worth, Texas. Itis also about 
the middle of the territory from north to south. 
It hes five stores, three hotels, one eating 
house, two public gins, which have mills 
attached for grinding corn, one church house, 
Methodist, and one school house, 

There are, I suppose, five hundred inhab- 
itants. Of the.stores, one is owned by a 
white firm, the others by Indlans. Quite a 
large portion of the inhabitants are whites. 
A great many of the Indians are so near white 
‘there is po fun im it.’’ The chief of the 
Creek nation, Hon. J. M. Perryman, lives in 
town and owns one of the stores. Okmulgee 
is the capitol of the nation; bntachiet may 
make his home where he likes so he transacts 
his business in Okmulgee. Mr. Perrymen 
makes a visit to Okmulgee once in three 
months to transect this business. 

It is a little strange that the Methodists only 
bave a church building at Eufaula, while yet 
the mejority of the people are Baptists. The 
latter have a church two miles from town. 
You may judge from thisthat the Methodist 
membership in the town is small. Candor 
compels me to séy that the people of the town 
are not a church-going people, the whites set- 
ting a bad example for the Indians. Indeed, 
the class of whites generally in this country 
ere not the kind who set a proper example for 
the Indians to follow. The poopie of; 
the town needed the continued super- 
vision of a pastor, occupying the _ posi- 
tion of teacher in a school two miles away, I 
could not give this, There was no gteat pro- 

ress made in the church during the year that 

wes pastor. This was painful tome. I am 
not satisfied with any work I have charge of 
unless I leave it in better condition at the end 
than at the beginning. 

Asbury Manual Labor school is what is 
called a national school. A written contract 
has been entered into on the part of the mis- 
sionary board of the M. E. church south, 
and the Creek nation. The said board agrees 
to take eighty Creek ~ boys, educate, 
clothe, feed and afford medical attention for 
them for ten calendar months. For which the 
Creek nation promises to furnish suitable build. 
inge, the use of land and lumber thereon one 
haif miJe in each direction from the building, 
and to pay seventy dollars in money per yoar 
for each boy, the whole amounting to five thou- 
sand six hundred dollars ($5,600.) The boys to 
be taught mechanical labor as well as book 
learning. The first contract made was signed 
in November, 1822, sixty-two years ago. It 
was signed on the part of the Methodist church 
by William Capers, of S. C. conference, and on 
the part of the Creeks by Big Warrior, Tusk- 
Mugee Hopoi and George Loyett. These 
latter making their mark, It was signedin the 
presence of John Crowel,agent of Indian affairs, 
and Wm. Hambley and St. Hawkins, public 
interpreters. I have a copy of this contract in 
my possession. I copied it from an old printed 
copy of congressional] reports, which I borrowed 
ofa prominent Indian of the Creek nation. I 
think he gotthe book in Washington cfty. The 
contract the school is now working under has 
been made since the late war between the states. 
The present school buildingis of birch, 110x40 
feet. On the ground floor is a diningroom 
©) feet long and as wide as the building. At 
each end of the diningroom is a hallway run- 
ning through the house. Outside of the hall 
are tworooms. Above the dining room is the 
school room gf the same dimensions as dining 
Two hallways same as below and two 
rooms at each end of building. Inthirdstory 
are twelve rooms for boys to sleep in. At- 
tached to tre school is one of the best farms I 
ever had anything to do with. In a future 
letter I propose to give the farmers of Wash- 
ington county, through your paper, some of 
the modes and results of our farming 
last year. If you will allow me. 
During the mouth of February last year, the 
superzutendent of the school, Rev. Young 
wing took sick. He wrote to Bishop Pierce 
asking him torelease him. The bishop did 
60, apd appointed mein hisstead. The school 
frei sickness and other causes had run down 
to fifteen. The assistant teacher had been 
dismissed. Here 1 wes a comparatively new 
man, with the position of superintendent, 
teacher and pastor of 4 church all to fill, and 
the school ina discouraging condition. Just 
along there I think by the grace of God, I 
fought the severest battle of my life. But I 
have made this letter lengthy enough. 
Though I have been silent so long yet your 
ee oy bave not been out of my mind and 
veart. I believe they have been praying for 
me and I know that I have been praying for 
them. 

I ought to have stated that the first contract 
signed by Wm. Capers was made in Alabama. 
The school was located near Fort Mitchell, not 
far from Columbus, Ga. Rey, Isaac Smith, 
the grandfather of Rev. G. G. Smith, of North 
Georgin conference, was the first superintend- 
ent. Rev.—— Hill, teacher. Judge G. W. 
Stidbeam, a Creek Indian, now of this territory, 
went do schoo! there. 
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OLD MEN IN GEORGIA, 


The Records of Deoly---A Reminiscence of 
Mr. Oliver Jelks, 
From the Hawkinsville, Ga., Dispatch. 

A correspondent of the Montezuma Record 
bes been examining the records in Dooly 
county, and has discovered that there are liv- 
ing in Dooly 160 white men who are over 60 
years of age. Of that number 27 are over 70 
and 10 are over 80 years of age. 

We could not, perhaps, name more than six 
men, white and black, in this county, who are 
over 50 years of age. 

The oldest colored man we ever saw was 
living in this county in 1877. An amusing 
incident occurred during the election to de- 
cide the location of the state capital. The 
people of Pulaski were almost unanimous fo: 
Milledgeville, though there were some clever 
and influential citizens for Atlanta. 

Among those who favored Atianta as the 
state capital was Mr. Oliver Jelks, senior. 
Those who remember the old gentleman know 
how intensely interested he could become in 
any political contest. When he espoused a 
cause, he became enthusiastic, and in the con- 
test between Atlanta and Milledgeville he let 
himself out to the last buckle for Atlanta. 

Mr, Jelks gave the old negro mentioned an 
Atlanta ticket and told him to go to the court 
house and vote it. The old darkey made his 
way to the court house, and as he approached 
the polls he was met by some young white 
men who were working for Milledgeville. 
They looked atthe old fellow’s ticket, and 
seeing it was for Atlanta, they handed it back 
to him and told him that he was too old to 
vote. The old man did not dispute the state- 
ment, but supposel it was so, and turned 
round and retreced his steps. On his way 
down the street he was man by Mr. Jelks, who 
asked him ifhe had voted. He replied: 

“Old Master, de young gemmanssay I’se 
too old te vote, and I reckon | is.”’ 

Mr. Jelks jumped clear off the ground, threw 
his arms wildly into the air, and shrieked: 

“Too old to vote! To old to vote! I’ll show 
’em !’’ and he led the old darkey back to the 
polls and he put in.a vote for Atlanta. 

Mr. Jelks passed away in 1883, aged upward 
of eighty years. He was the oldest man in 
Hawkinsville. His only brother, Mr. William 
C. Jeiks, is still living, and resides at Barrs- 
ville, Fla. Wedo not know his age, but it is 

robably seventy-five years. He was engaged 
n business in Hawkinsyille over fifty years 


ago.

RIOT AND REVOLUTION. 


The Lawlersness of Sonth and Central 
America, 

PaxaMa, via Galveston, March 1.—The 
revolution in Colombia is acquiring formid- 
able proportions. In a battle at Barranquilla, 
the government troops were defeated with the 
loss of sixty killed, two hundred wounded and 
three hundred prisoners, including General 
Arretea, commander, and many officers. 
The expedition proved a complete failure, 
and Carthagena, the base of the governmen 
operations, is now besiered by eight hundred 
men under the victorious General Gaitan. 

On February 23d, in Cartagena, 
Captain Curtis, of the British man-of-war 
Canada, while going aboard his ship, was 
fired at by government soldiers. The boat 
was riddled with bullets, and the captain and 
boat’s crew were wounded by flying splinters, 
but sustained no direct injury from the balls. 
The British steamer West Indian, which was 
in port at the time, received a shower of pro- 
jectiles from the Remington guns. 

General Ring to-dsy seized the canal tug 
Gamrock and took her to join the revolution- 
ists at Barranquilla. It is believed that he 
will return with men and material to capture 
Colon, and turn the state over to the revolu- 
tionists.

The Story of the Washington Family and 
its Connectiéns. 

Wasunixeron, March 1.—Dr. Joseph M. To- 
ner, one of the most enthusiastic mem bars of 
the monument commission, has been looking 
up the living relatives of Washington, His 
queries resulted in the collection of some in- 
teresting iurformeation apart from the purpose 
which prompted them. The number of the 
kin was about360. No fewer than thirteen 
gentlemen bearing the name of Washington sat 
upon the floor of the house during the exer- 
ciscs On monumental day. It may be said to 


Tcner, ‘that they have been, and still are, 
devoted to egriculture. A few have studied 
law and some medicine, but the greater num- 
ber of them take to mathematics, surveying 
and farming. When they have engaged in 
merchandising it has usually been in coanec 
tion with the management of their estates. 
Both the full brothers of Washington were 
deceesed. before the general. The genera! 
lied possessed of large amounts of excellent 
lard in Virginia, West Virginia, Ohio and 
Pennsylvania, and devised thess land to his 
nephews, who were, in consequence put 
m possession of considerable estates 
thet made them independent, influential and 
peosperous citizens ‘in the neighborhoods 
where they lived. They nearly all married 
young and left families, It may be said, too, 
in this connection, that as a family they are 
short-livéd. A few exceptions to this rule 
are, however, noticeable. I find that the 
pidrgeon, gee have always been fond of the 
gupn,and were the most noted horsemen of 
the sections in which they lived. Their per- 
sonal appearance, as a class, has been charac- 
terized by tall, large boned frames, and 
strong, well-cut teatures. In _ their 
habits they are social and hospitable to 
a degree of extravagance. They have all been 
iree, good livers, and occasionally some have 
indulged too !reely in spirits, but cases of ine- 
briates among them are exceptions. Their 
preference for egricultural over other pursuits 
is manifested by the character of the sections 
of the country in which the kin of Washing- 
ton now reside. They are most numerous in 
Virginia, Tennessee and Kentucky, but a con- 
siderable number of them also reside in Ohio, 
Minnesota, Pennsylvania, California and 
Georgia, where they have usually settled 
on the most productive farm lands. As an- 
other characteristic, it may be stated that they 
are upembitious for public position, but 
wherever they bave filled positions of trust 
they have diseharged their duties with fidelity. 
The ability of Judge Bushrod Washington, a 
member of the supreme court, and his able 
reports, will suggest themselves to the minds; 
of every one.”’ 

“Do you find among them any striking 
resemblance to the father of his country?” 

“It was stated to me,’’ said Dr. Toner, “by 
members of various branches of the family 
that oecasionally would be born in a family of 
the kin, one bearing a very striking resem- 
blance to Washington, while his brothers, and 
even his father, might retain only the general 
hysics! characteristics of the Washiagtous. 
jeooge Washington, who now lives in Alex- 
andria, is remarkably like General Washing- 
ton in personal appearance.” 


DIED IN DESTITUTION. 


The Sad End of an English Baronet Who 
Finished His Life Badly. . 

CHar.eston, 8. C., March 1.—News was re- 
ceived here of the death of Sir Henry Van- 
eittart Stonhouse, at Trial, Berkeley county. 
Hie was the fifteenth Baronet Stonhouse of 
Radley, Berks, whose tamily dates back to 
the deys of Queen Elizabeth. He was formerly 
a lieutenant in the ninety-fourth regiment 
of the British army, ‘and _ aide-de- 
camp to Sir Henry Pottinger, governor 
of Madras. He married in 1851 Miss Charlotte 
West, daughter of a member of pariiament 
from Dublin, and by her leaves one son, now 
Sir Ernest Hay Stonhouse. Sir Heary first 
appeared in Charleston as an ollicer in a negro 
regiment at the close of the war. The records 
of the United States court show him to have 
been tried, convicted and sent to jail for de- 
franding a negro of his pension.. This was 
about the time ot his father’s death and his 
succession to the title of baronet. 

Hiis conduct. while in Charleston was ex- 
tremely dissolute. Ife dropped for a time the 
name Stonhouse, signing himself Vansittart. 
He then moved to’ St. Stephens, in Barkeley 
county, where he acted as a magistrate and 
teacher of a colored school. Afterward he 
lived in great poverty at Pineville, a small 
country village, his only associates being 
negroes. He then clerked for awhile in a 
country store and led a precarious existence 
until his employment by Mr. P. F. Murphy 
as bookkeeper and postmaster at Trial, in 


Berkeley county. He was finally dis- 
charged by Mr. Murphy on = account 
of gross carelessness in his ac- 


counts and then moved to a small log building 
built oF negroes for a schoolhouse, and there 
he died unattended and alone of malarial fe- 
ver. He shrank from all intercourse with 
good people. He was buried in the Episcopal 
churchyard, near Trial. The funeral was at- 
tended by Dr. Joseph Palmer and Dr. Robert 
nace mardi and eight or ten negroes.

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A STRANGE STORY. 


THE UNDESERVED HANGING OF A 
WEALTHY KENTUCKIAN, 
Whose Character is Not Vindicted Until Fifty Years 
Afterwardse-—The Dangers From Circurnstaen- 
tial Bvidenee—A Romance of the “Oark 
and Bloody Ground,” Etc.. Bte. 


From the Louisville Commercial. 

One of the reported speeches of the late John 
Rowan of the early Kentucky bar, was his de- 
fense of Isaac Desha, charged with murder in 
Mason county, of which only twocopies are 
now known to exist. The evidence against 
Desha was purely of a presumptive character, 

znd Rowan’s address to the jury was devcted 
mainly to pointing out the dangers from being 
guided by such evidence. No verdict was 
reached in this case, but the action of Gov- 
ernor Desha in pardoning his son in the court- 
room indicated to many people that no hope 
was entertained for a finding favorable to the 
accused. In thirty-nine other cases John 
Rowan was employed in the defense of persons 
charged with murder, the defense being suc- 
cessful with but asingle exception. In this 
case, though the prisoner died on the gallows, 


subsequent events sustained the eminent law- 
yer’s position with regard to convictions upon 
presumptive evidence alone. It may be 
mentioned that this case occurred before the 
trial of Isaac Desha. 

There are yet living in Kentucky many sur- 
vivers of the days when much of the travel 
necessary in the transaction of business with 
distant points was performed on horseback. 
The head of one of the leading shorhorn inter- 
ests in this state has described tothe writer 
his early experiences in traveling to and from 
Chariesion, 8. C., on horseback, before any 
railroads existed in the south. The Galt 
house in Louisville was then obliged to main- 
tain a stable for the convenience of wealthy 
planters and cattlemen whocame tothe city 
on horsebuck for the transaction of business. 
ii was an uncle ot the prominent shorthorn 
“ancier referred to who was the innocent vic- 
tim of hanging under the circumstances here 
to be related. The event not only proved 
that an undeserving man may be hanged, but 
Was an answer to the assertion so often made 
that a man of high social position and wealth 
cannot be hung for a crime in Kentucky. 

One a nearly sixty-eight years since, a 
riderless horse appeared at the home of « weal- 
thy farmer of Barren couniy, named Hamil- 
ton. it was recognised as the animal that had 
been ridden by Dr. John P. Sanderson, a 
wealthy planter from the vicinity of Natchez, 
Miss., who was visiting Kentucky for the 
purpose of buying slaves. From the same 
date all trace of Dr. Sanderson was lost, and 
Suspicions arose that he had been foully dealt 
with. The vicinity of the Hamiltons was 
searched by the neighbors, en-masse, result- 
ing in the discovery of the corpse of the miss- 
ing man, covered with brush and briars, at 
the side of the road through a wild and Pe psa.

Sanderson had been last seen, while alive 
with John C. Hamilton, ason of the gentle- 
man referred to, ;who had been his escort from 
the Hamilton homestead toa point in the 
neighborhood where the roads wereless ob- 
scure. The two men had been seen riding in 
company up the ravine, at the head of whith 
the corpse was discovered several days later. 
Suspicion was at once aroused against young 
Hamilton, upon whose person was found after 
his arrest, the thirty-one bank bills described 
in Sanderson’s list. It was shown that the 
brass pistol had been borrowed recentiy by 
Hemililton from Colonel John Gorin, of Glas- 
gow, and the shot in the head of Dr. Sander- 
son corresponded with that purchased a few 
days before by Hamilton. Besides a pair ol 
“overalis,’”? worn by Hamilton, was found,cov- 
erctt with blood, secreted in his father’s barn. 
These were fully identified by Hamilton’s sis- 
ter. Such was the evidence introduced by the 
state at the trial at Glasgow. 

In the defense of Hamilton it was shown 
that for years he had gone south regularly as 
a stock-trader, during which time he and San- 
derson bad been friends; that they had come 
together from Natchez during the last few 
~» weeks, their route lying through an unsettled 
“Sportion of the Indian Territory, Hamilton be- 
ing aware of the amount of money carried by 
his companion; that Sanderson had been il! 
during much of this journey and had been 
cared for by Hamilton though a litttle neg- 
lect might have led to his death, so that Ham- 
ilton might have secured the money without 
the commission of murder. Mississippi money 
was at a discount in Kentucky, and Kentucky 
money was ata discount in Mississippi. Ham- 
ilton was about to return to Mississippi, where 
he could use the money of that state, while 
Dr. Sanderson wanted the Kentucky money 
to buy negroes. Hamilton claimed that for 
mutual accommodation and profit they had ex- 
changed money, thus accounting for Sander: 
gon’s bills. He proved that he had borrowed 
$1,000 trom a bank atGlasgow, this being a 
part, he alleged, of what he used in effecting 
the exchange. As forthe pistol, he said that 
he bad borrowed it to lend toSandergon. The 
‘foveralls,”’ he said had been stolen by a ne- 
gro who had gone to a dance and gotten into 
a fight, and they had been concealed in the 
barn until the negro could clean them. 

The eccused failed to substantiate all -his 
statements, however. He belonged toa proud, 
wealthy and aristocratic tamily, and it has been 
charged that his casé wa; prejudiced some- 
what by the prevailing fesling of envy against 
the Hamiltons. &olomon |. Sharp, whose 
tragic fate a few yeurs later sent a thrill of 
borror throughout the state, prosecuted Ifam 
ilton, and, being coavinced of his guilt, show- 
edbim nowercy.

He said that he had 
always been able to secure from his clients in 
such’ cases a truthful statement of their deads, 
but that Hamilton had insisted upon his in- 
nocence in a manner that bore the impress of 
truth.

After the war Richard H. Rousseau, of Louis- 
ville, was apointed cherge d’ affaries of the 
United States for Ilonduras, in Central Amer- 
ica, returning bome in 1869.
